Why Finns Were Forced to Yield; 
Not a Sizeable Town in Country 
Escaped Russian Air Bombs 


Censorship Kept Back News of Havoc to 
Industry and Railways Wrought 
by Enemy Planes. 


By WADE WERNER. | 
COPENHAGEN, March 14 (AP). 
—Now that the Russian-Finnish 
war is over some of the most ob- 


vious reasons influencing the Finns 
in their decision to sign peace can 
be disclosed. 
While the hostilities continued 
the censorship naturally dictated 
suppression or minimizing of the 
damage done by the Soviet air 
raids to industries and transport 
vital to continuance of armed re- 
sistance. The havoc wrought by the 
bombers actually was tremendous. 
Not a single sizeable town in all 
Finland escaped punishment from 
the air. 
This was bad enough for the ei- 
villians, hundreds of whom were 
killed while many others saw their 
homes demolished, burned or badly 
damaged. But damage to the fac- 
tories and railway transport as well 
as harbor facilities was more a vital 
factor in crippling Finnish defense. 
Hanko and several other towns 
practically ceased to exist. 
Some railway junctions had little 
left but tracks and the movement 
of troops through such points to 
the front was a most difficult and 
dangerous task. 
In late February when I passed 
through the junction of Elisenvaara 
near the western shore of Lake La- 
doga, trains were crowded with re- 
inforcements, some southbound to- 
ward the Karelian Isthmus, some 
traveling to the northeast of Lake 
Ladoga. 
The troops with whom I traveled 
moved through with the utmost 
difficulty for Elisenvaara had been 
bombed five times during the night 
before our arrival and bombers 
raided us four times during the 
day. 
My censored dispatch did not 
mention soldiers but it was the 
movement of reinforcements to the 
front that the Russian raiders were 
crippling. 

Elisenvaara already was in ruins 
when we left but it was bombed 


Tampere, munitions center, was 
scourged systematicglly by large 
fleets of bombers. 

Civilian morale everywhere was 
magnificent, but when factory aft- 
er factory is destroyed and even 
foreign supplies and munitions 
cannot be moved to the front over 
railroads without the greatest of 
handicaps and despite heroic work 
of railway men, how can soldiers 
continue fighting? 

In the midst of increasing trans- 
port difficulties the Russian drive 
against the Mannerheim line was 
intensified. 

The Finns had strong steel and 
concrete forts on the Summa front; 
—the weakest point in naturally 
strong defense lines on the isthmus 
—but such a tremendous volume of 
Russian shells rained down on them 
they finally were undermined. They 
tipped upward like boxes, throwing 
their guns out of alignment. 


Volunteers Give Way. 

The tragic misfortune, for the 
defenders here was that Swedish 
volunteers who just had relieved 
seasoned but. fatigued Finnish 
troops broke under a surprise at- 
tack of Soviet tanks. Before the 
rout could be halted the Russians 
had penetrated several miles and 
the whole Finnish line had to be 
reorganized. 

Despite the setback on the isth- 
mus, however, despite the increas- 
ing difficulty of moving men and 
munitions to the front, despite the 
lack of seasoned reinforcements to 
replace tired troops, Finnish morale 
was unbroken. 

Foreign military observers gen- 
erally agreed that the Red Army 
would need years really to conquer 
the Finns if they abandoned the 
cities and fought a delaying guer- 
rilla war through lake, swamp and 
forest regions. 

The fact that the Finns calmly 
chose instead to sign peace on 
harsh Russian terms means only 
to some of these observers that 
Finland is willing to sacrifice great-

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Sen- 
’ 7 ator Wagner (Dem.), New York, in- 
troduced today a bill for Federal 


regulation of investment trusts. 
The measure would require their 
registration with the Securities and 
Exchange Commission and would 
torbid any investment company 
from offering its securities to the 
public uniess it has a prior net 
worth of at least $100,000. The 
maximum amount of assets which 
might be supervised by one man- 
agement investment company is 
$150,000,000 under the bill. 
«Investment trusts, Wagner said, 
re subject to virtually no regula- 
tion by Federal or State agencies, 
though at present they have total 
assets of $4,000,000,000 and exercise 
sionifcant influence qn banks, in- 
surance companies, industrial en- 
terprises and public utilities with 
aggregate resources of $30,000,000,- 
000. 

During the past 10 years, Wagner 
alleged, 4,500,000 purchasers of se- 
curities of investment trusts and 
companies have sustained losses ex 
ceeding $3,000,000,000 out of a total 
investment of $7,000,000,000. This 
huge loss, he maintained, was due 
in large part to “the most flagrant 

‘ebuses and grossest violations of 
fiduciary responsibility.” 
Survey by SEC. 
Wagner asserted that a compre- 
aste study of the subject re- 
cently completed by the Securities 
and Exchang Commission proved 
conclusively that without Federal 
regulation and supervision the in- 
terest of 2,000,000 American invest- 
ors in these investment firms would 
be “substantially threatened.” 

Wagner said that in 1936-37 alone 
investment company securities were 
sold to the public in a total of $400,- 
000,000, or one-sixth of all non-re- 
funding corporate issues disposed 
of during the two years. 

“Sales campaigns have been vig- 
rously conducted,” he said, “and 
investment trust certificates are 
being sold on the instalment plan 
to individuals in the lowest eco- 
nomic and income strata—persons 
particularly susceptible to devious 
high-pressure selling methods. In 
il too many instances, they have 
been subjected to unconscionable 
penalties and forfeitures. 

“The bill provides also for the 
registration of investment counsel- 
ors and other investment advisory 
services. The purpose is not mere- 
ly to insure for investors full and 
fair disclosure of the nature and 
activities of the investment trusts 
and companies in which they are 
interested, but to eliminate the de- 
ficiencies and abuses which have 

mcontributed to the tremendous 
messes suffered by security hold- 
, ; ** — ‘ 


Need of Safeguards. 

Independent scrutiny of the 
transactions of promoters has been 
and remains virtually non-existent, 
according to Wagner. The motive 
in forming investment firms too 
often has not been a desire to fur- 
dish management for small invest- 
ors, he alleged, but the accumula- 
tion of great pools of capital for 
the profit of sponsors and man- 
agers. 

wm “Only a small amount of capital 

needed to form an investment 
trust,” Wagner continued, “and in 
consequence, these organizations 
are still experiencing an unsound 
mushroom growth. Various indi- 
Viduals, regardless of their back- 
ground, have been able with a min- 
imum of investment to promote or 
zam control of huge volumes of 
liquid assets.” 

Stockholders have been disfran- 
ehised, he said, through such de- 
vices as management and voting 
trusts and the common-law or busi- 
hess trust, in which security own- 
ers have no votes. The value of 
their interest has been substantial- 
ly diluted, he charged, by means of 
option warrants. while long-term 
management contracts have assured 
heavy compensation to controlling

German sources point to this

—the settlement of the Russian- 
Finnish conflict on terms which 
from the German viewpoint are 
tantamount to a heavy defeat for 
Britain and France, arrangements 
between Ribbentrop and Premier 
Mussolini the nature of which these 
sources decline to disclose and 
“surprises” in the offing with Ru- 
mania, the pivot of Southeastern 


Furope. 


Russia Reported Negotiating Trade 
Agreement With Italy. 

BUCHAREST, March 14 (AP).— 
Reports that Soviet Russia is ne- 
gotiating a non-aggression pact with 
Rumania and a trade agreement 
with Italy were linked today with 
German diplomacy. 

Observers here pictured Germany 
as eager, now that peace has been 
restored between Finland and Rus- 
sia, to prevent any possible future 
armed “adventures” so that Rus- 
sian supplies can be available for 
Germany’s war machine. 

Berlin was said even to be the 
scene of the Russian-Rumanian ne- 
gotiations. Although official cir- 
cles would not comment, authorita- 
tive sources said last night that a 
commission of high Rumanian 
Aymy officers was in the German 
capital. 

The commission was reported re- 
liably to have left here secretly 
during.the last week, in which 
Government officials had denied re- 
ports that a Russian delegation 
was coming to Bucharest to dis- 
cuss a non-aggression agreement. 

These reports, coinciding with 
the end of the Russian-Finnish 
war, occur while Balkan attention 
is facing anxiously toward the east, 
and Rumania, particularly, is won- 
dering whether Russia may attempt 
to get back Bessarabia, gained by 
Rumania in post-World War set- 
tlements. 

Bucharest sources believe 
Germany would discourage Russia 
from any such attempt, at least 
while the Reich wants Rumania’s 
oil and wheat. The Danube River, 
frozen since Dec. 29, began break- 
ing up yesterday at Giurgiu, Ru- 
manian oil shipping center, and 
river tankers were expected to 
start moving north as soon as the 
river is navigable. 

A search for friends in the South 
was given also as the reason for 
authoritative reports in Rome that 
Moscow was beginning trade nego- 
tiations with Italy. 

It was noted that these 
came almost simultaneously with 
Germany’s agreement to fill most 


of Italy’s coal needs with ral! 
shipments in order to circumvent] 


the British sea blockade. 

The head of a Russian trade 
commission which has headquar- 
ters at Milan, Italy, was “said al- 
ready to have left for Moscow to 
obtain final instructions for nego- 
tiations expected to start shortly 
in Rome.

They also great- 
ly exceed the demands presentéd 
by the Soviet Government last 
autumn in the name of the in- 
creased security of Leningrad. 


“Our delegates have attempted 
to secure alleviation of these terms, 
but in vain. 

“In spite of the severity of the 
terms the Government has regard- 
ed assent to them as being in the 
national interest. 

“As we have no hope of securing 
better terms by continuing the war 
it has been preferred to agree to 
the present terms rather than con- 
tinue a hopeless war. 

“Finland having consented, the 
treaty of peace was signed last 
night and at the same time it was 
agreed that hostilities should cease 
today. 

“Our eastern frontier will run 
approximately where it was fixed 
at the peace of Uusikaupunki in 
1721. Cape Hanko will be ceded 
Similarly our territory on the Ry- 
bachi Peninsula in Petsamo.@ 

“On the other hand no political 
demands have been presented to 
us. The Soviet Union does not in- 
tend to interfere in either our do- 
mestic or our foreign policy. That 
would indeed have been a demand 
which we could not have accepted. 


Right of Self-Determination. 


“Further, the right of this coun- 
try to self-determination remains 
inviolable. The Kuusinen ‘Govern- 
ment’ to which the future fate of 
this country was to have been en- 
trusted according to the scheme 
drawn up at the beginning of the 
war has been thrust aside. 

“As will appear from these pre- 
liminary reports peace imposes a 
heavy burden on this country. Only 
with great hesitation has the Gov- 
ernment consented to it, 

“The decision was all the more 
difficult. to reach in that no one 
could foresee what the near future 
would bring. | 

“In this case it will become evi- 
dent only at a later stage, as is the 
case of all great political decisions, 
whether the decision was right or 
wrong. 

“The Government meanwhile has 
had to shoulder the responsibility. 
In the Government’s opinion, the 
wisest course was to conclude 
peace while our resistance was still 
unbroken. 

“Peace has thus returned to this 
country. But what a peace! 


“Henceforth the nation will con- 


tinue its existence in a state of 
mutilation. Its old frontiers have 
been altered. Areas of vital im- 
portance have had to be surren- 
dered, including important indus- 
trial pnd agricultural areas. 


Must Seek New Homes. 
“The population of ceded areas 
will have to seek new dwelling 
places. 
“Our future possibilities for de 
fense are weakened. Nevertheless, 


in the Government’s opinion, peace 
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was better than to go on with an 
uncertain war. 

With the restoration of peace 
we shall return to a more normal 
existence in the measure in which 
the continuing war between the 
great Powers allows. 

“In this connection, new and 
great tasks in abundance will be 
imposed on us. 

“We must begin to remedy the 
wounds struck by war. 

“New work of construction must 
be begun. 

“In all this, I am convinced we 
shall succeed. 

“Our country has been devastat- 
ed before this, during the course 
of its history. Its population has 
once been reduced by nearly half. 
Even from such depths we have 
ascended again. 


“Finland will become a vigorous 
nation and her people prosper as 
before. We have land in abun- 
ance. Our opportunities for fruit- 
ful work are boundless. And our 
army is still whole. 


“It can keep watch that our 
peace will not be disturbed in the 
future, 

“One thing, however, is essential. 
The unanimity which war brought 
us we shall, it is to be hoped, pre- 
serve, 

“It was created by outside pres- 
sure. So long as European affairs 
are in their present state of con- 
fusion, the danger of new compli- 
cations is constantly present. 

“Because of this, we must con- 
tinue to hold together, united and 
therefore strong. 

“We must forget the past and 
look to the future. If we succeed 
in this, it will be a promise of 
regeneration for Finland, after the 
blow we have endured.”

SCHAEFER SAYS HELL SEEK 
MORE FUNDS FOR SCOTT FIELD 


To Ask House Itself If Subcom. 
mittee Won't Increase Con- 
struction Appropriations. | 
WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP). 
—Representative Schaefer (Dem.). 
Illinois, said today he would seek 
to have a House appropriations 
subcommittee increase the amount 
recommended by the budget for 
WPA construction under a War 
Department supply bill.

O’Malley, who was removed from 
office by Gov.

A bargain was made between 
Pendergast and Street, giving the 
insurance companies the lion’s 
share of about $10,000,000 in pre- 
miums impounded in a rate con- 
troversy. O'Malley officially ap- 
proved the deal, but the courts 
have acted to set it aside.

F OLLOW shots in pocket bil- 


liards are just as important to 
position as draw shots. A fol- 
low shot is one.in which the cue 
ball, after striking the object ball, 
tends to follow the general direc- 
tion in which the cue ball is driven. 

Since a cue ball struck below 
center will “draw,” so too will a 
cue ball stroked above center 
“follow.” Thus, in making a fol- 
low shot, stroke your cue ball 
about one-half above the center of 
the ball. Avoid English whenever 
possible. Hold the cue level for the 
follow shot, make a firm bridge 
and deliver your stroke on the hori- 
zontal, striking the cue ball one- 
half above center. 


When your follow is perfected, 
place the balls as in above dia- 
gram for shot Nos. 1, 2 and 3. Aft- 
er following on shot No. 1, you will 
be in position for shot No. 2. Fol- 
low on this shot will leave you in 
position for shot No. 3. 


With the ability to draw or fol- 
low on any shot, you will be in 
position for subsequent shots. Po- 
sition, you know by this time, is 
the secret of making high runs in 
pocket billiards, since the position 
of the cue ball after a shot is 
made is never left to chance,

ATLANTA, March 14 (AP).—Evi- 
dence before a Coroner’s jury of 
widespread terrorism by night-rid- 
ing floggers, who are held respon- 
sible for many abduction-whippings 
and one death in a two-year period, 
linked three church-working county 
officers with the Ku Klux Klan to- 
day. 

One of the Fulton (Atlanta) 
County deputies and a suburban po- 
liceman were identified with a 


flogging. A leather strap used for 
the fatal lashing of Isaac Gaston, 
East Point barber, was matched 
with the scars of another flogging 
victim. 

A Coroner’s jury heard the evi- 
dence yesterday but failed to name

Whittington Tells Rivers Con- 
gress Regulation Would 
End Water Traffic. 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP). 
-The Wheeler-Lea transportation 
bill, ich would put waterways 
within the jurisdiction of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, was 
denounced today by Representative 
Whittington (Dem.), Mississippi, at 
the opening session of the annual 
meeting of the National Rivers and 
Harbors Congress. 

“Whatever may be said of the 
competition among railways, what- 
ever may be said of corruption in 
railway construction and in railway 
financing, there has been no evi- 
dence of any destructive competi- 
tion among water carriers on the 
inland waterways,” Whittington 
said. 

“There is, therefore, no necessity

He said Deputies 
Herb Eidson and Edward Burdette 
also were active in the Klan but 
denied he or the Klan were iden- 
tified with the floggings. 

Sheriff J. C. Aldredge said Scar- 
borough, Bidson and Burdette were 
prominent in church work and that 
he believed they were not involved 
in the whippings. 

W. C. Amerson, a choir-singing 
fellow townsman, and J. R. Banks 
were identified by Young as two of 
his attackers. Amerson is one of 
four men already under indictments 
charging assault with intent to 
murder in the Young whipping. 

G. W. Wright, a farmer, named 
Eidson and an East Point police- 
man, T. A. Andrews, as two of the 
unmasked night-riders who flogged 
him in 1938. Andrews and Eidson 
denied the accusation.

The rivers and harbors group, an 
organization of individuals interest- 
ed in navigation, flood control and 
water conservation projects, had an 
indication before its meeting began 
of what might happen if Congress 
followed its urgings and adopted 
legislation to expand the waterways 
and flood control programs of the 


country. 

President Roosevelt informed 
three members of the Senate Com- 
merce Committee yesterday he was 
opposed to further authorizations 
this year for river and harbor or 
flood control projects, that there 
were enough authorizations piled 
up already to last two or three 
years, 

He made his attitude known in a 
conference at the White House with 
Chairman Bailey of the Commerce 
Committee, and Senators Sheppard 
(Dem.), Texas, and McNary (Rep.), 
Oregon. Last year the President 
vetoed a bill which authorized, not 
projects, but surveys of possible 
navigation developments. 

In his speech, however, Whitting- 
ton told the rivers and harbors 
group that a flood control authori- 
zation bill was planned this year by 
the House Flood Control’ Commit- 
tee, of which he is chairman. 

“Reports have been submitted by 
the chief of engineers that will en- 
able additional authorizations cov- 
ering all of .the great drainage 
basins of the United States,” he 
said.

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“In a state of mutilation,” but 
with no sign of a broken spirit, Fin- 
land and its people started out on 
the same dark road which tens of 
millions of Austrians, Czecho-Slo- 
yaks, Spaniards and Poles have 
been compelled to take since March, 
1938. 

But the Finns have traveled this 
road again and again in the last 
600 years. Since peace was an- 
nounced yesterday noon, we have 
heard surprisingly few words of 
despair, while repeatedly men or 

women have said with sudden, 
urning intensity, We have been 
rough this before. It is not the 


end.”

As she pointed to the Finnish 
flags flying at half mast along 
the Esplanade, the young sister of 
a Finnish newspaper man ex- 
claimed, “I think everybody would 
be happy if only the air raid sirens 
would sound again.” There are 
still people in this world—and most 
of them seem to be the little peo- 
ples—who may taste defeat, yet can 
ever be defeated. 

Nevertheless, there exists no pres- 
ent choicé by which Finland can 
escape the long months or years of 
tragic poverty and incalculable suf- 
fering which lie ahead. Despite the 
peace, the blackout was still on in 
Helsinski last night, perhaps for 
the last time. But for the Finns, 
the blackout of lost national se- 
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curity and shattered national health 
has only begun. With it, by some 
minor justice, there also began the 
blackout of all conceivable claims 
of Stalinism for the concern and 
welfare of the masses in any land. 
Stalin and the Soviet regime in 
three and one-half months have 
completed a dictator’s war and a 
totalitarian peace. 
For Moscow's peace emerged yes- 
rday in such ruthless, imperialis- 
ic nakedness as to tolerate no 
gauze of disguise or apology. Even 
though all the details of the Krem- 
lin'’s imposed peace are not yet 
known, the nature of the settlement 
in its main lines was staggering in 
its meaning and its revelations of 
thirst for power. Confronted by 
an utterly helpless but indisputably 
gallant adversary, the Stalinist 
regime proved itself the legitimate 
descendant of Ivan the Terrible 
by demanding and taking the last 
und of flesh. This, it is nothing 
ess than the duty of the Amer- 
ican newspaper man, and especially 
of the American liberal, to report 
as plain truth.

The Kremlin’s dictatorship forced 
Finland to cede far more territory 
than the Soviet troops had been 
able to seize since Nov. 30.

Other features of the peace terms 
merit further study another time. 
Aside from extremely heavy defen- 
sive and economic losses to the 
Finns, there remains the enormous 
problem of 400,000 Finnish people 
who are already evacuated or must 
now be evacuated from the lost 
territories—without their homes, 
without their farms, without any- 
thing with which to support them- 
selves. The overwhelming major- 
ity of them are in no sense kulaks 
or capitalists. Instead, they are 
workers, small farmers and pegple 
with very modest incomes—the 
kind of people in whom any So- 
cialistic form of government might 
rightly be expected t6 interest it- 
self. 


For the mutilation of Finland 
and the acquisition of enormously 
important strategic and military 
advantages, the Stalinist regime 
has rendered homeless more than 
400,000 Finns, has destroyed prop- 
erty and products representing 
more than one billion dollars, and 
also has sent to their death at 
least 200,000 Russian proletarians. 
It has also destroyed something 
that once promised to be the great- 
est Socialist experiment in history. 

Last night, the last war commu- 
nique of the Russian-Finnish con- 
flict was read in a working-class 
restaurant of Helsinki. When the 
nature of the announcement was 
revealed, every person in the place 
stood on his feet and soldiers stood 
at salute. The communique ended

“According to reports received by 
noon, the enemy dropped bombs 
this morning at least on Rovaniemi 
and Kemijarvi, causing injuries to 
three civilians.”

Post-Dispatch ridiculed the objections 
to the 1940 census. Rather than attempt 
to refute the declarations of the dis- 
tinguished editor, it probably would be 
less humiliating to confess our inability 
to fathom the absurdities of the objec- 
tions. 

The voluminous objections to the 
“snooping” character of some of the cen- 
sus inquiries are not engendered so much 
by the partisan bias of members of Con- 
gress, They arise out of the disinclina- 
tion of millions of citizens to have their 
personal affairs paraded by petty per- 
sonalities who will constitute the body of 
census takers. 

These citizens have said as much to 
their representatives, Their representa- 
tives have taken up the problem. That 
is one of their important functions. 

It does not allay suspicion to assert that 
the information obtained will be kept se- 
cret.

tion of German peace terms, to be relayed to Mr.

Whether or not there is any real basis for these 
hopes, it must be evident to even the most casual 
observer that the conclusion of the war in the North 
has greatly affected the outlook of the war between 
Germany and the Allies. ö 

The British and French have been waiting for 
Germany to attack, hoping for the great military 
advantage that lies with the defending forces. But 
now Germany may elect to do the waiting. 

Hntrenched behind the West Wall, and with a free 


many would appear to be in approximately as good 
a position as the Allies to let time take its course, 

With the Northern countries eliminated as a pos- 
sible theater of war, and with an assault upon the 
West Wall ruled out as too cruelly costly in man- 
power, two other avenues of attack remain open to 
the Allies. One is through the Balkans, The other 
is in the Near Bast, around Batum, the Russian oll 
center on the eastern shore of the Black Sea, 

But to strike at Batum would be to spread the war 
to Russia—the same objection which more than any 
other caused the Allies to hesitate to send real aid 
to Finland. Moreover, there is Turkey to consider, 
Until a few weeks ago the Turkish Government 
appeared ready to jump through a hoop for the Allies, 
But with the example of Finland before them, the 
Turks are making friendly gestures toward Russia. 

As for the Balkans, it is doubtful if any of these 
countries is anxious to submit itself to the devasta- 
tion which is inevitable for any small country that 
becomes the scene of the war. Their ears must be 
ringing with the tragic refrain of Lloyd George's 
reproachful speech yesterday in the British House of 
Commons—"But it is the old trouble—too late. Too 
late for Czecho-Slovakia. Too late for Poland. Cer- 


The tragedy of Burope since 1934 has been that 
no nation has possessed the qualities of leadership 
necessary to unite the strength of the nations which 
want peace and order, With the example of Austria, 
Spain, Czecho-Slovakia, Poland and Finiand in plain 
view, the power of Britain and France to effect such 
an organization was never less than now, 

No person with a democratic outlook can be pleased 
with the prospect of a peace which will allow Ger- 
many to keep the fruits of her conquests or leave 
here free to make further seizures as soon as she 
has caught her breath from her present exertions. 
But equally staggering is the prospect of a conflict 
which might dwarf the terrific carnage of the last 
World War and leave still more insoluble political

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CONVICTION OF MATTHEW MURRAY.

Fed- 
eral Judge Albert L. Reeves, who by agreement had 
heard the case without a jury, disposed of Murray’s 
weird explanations as “incredible and beyond belief,”

the other figures in the case, Pendergast and Pryor, 
both now serving time at Leavenworth.

LESSENS GIFTS TO COLLEGES 


Chancellor George R. Throop of 
Washington University, in letters 
to Missouri Congressmen and Sen- 
ators, sent today in behalf of the 
12 colleges and universities in the 
Missouri College Union, urged that 
the needs of privately-endowed ed- 
ucational institutions be considered.

The Governor in his call to citi- 
zens today, drew no party lines in 
urging all Democrats and Repub- 
licans to participate in their re- 
spective party meetings. 

“In urging Missouri citizens to 
participate in their ward and pre- 
cinct meetings,” Stark said, “I am 
doing so solely in the interest of 
good. government, and without re- 
gard to any considerations of 
partisanship whatsoever. Attend- 
ing these meetings is a duty and 
a privilege of every liberty loving 
man and woman in Missouri, re- 
gardless of party affiliation.” 
First Steps in Picking Delegates. 

He said these meetings “are t 
as important a part of the machin- 
ery of democratio government as 
are the county and State conven- 
tions.” The local mass meetings 
referred to by the Governor are 
the first step in the selection of 
delegates to the State and national 
conventions. 

“Those citizens who fail to do 
their duty and attend these first 
meetings are in the same position 
as the man who locks the barn 
door after the horse is stolen,” the 
Governor said.

Meat Is Boiled. 

Meat should be boiled with salt 
and spices until very tender, and 
all broth saved. Then someone 
should be set to shredding it, 
while several pounds of cry red 
chile peppers are fried in lard, 
drained, and scraped to remove all 
the succulent pulp. This pulp is 
then fried with some of the gela- 
tinous broth from the meat, and 
spiced with other flavors. Some- e 
times chopped nuts and raisins are 
added to the mixture. This is mixed 
with the meat. 

The corn has been made into 
masa previously. This is the basis 
of many Mexican dishes, from the 
humble tortilla on through elegant 
chalupas. Corn is harvested, taken 
from the cob and dried. Then it is 
soaked in lime water to remove 
the coarse skin, washed, and 
ground in a special mill. The re- 
sulting mass is moist and perish- 
able, of a delicate flavor and gray- 
white in color. *

Respond to Lighter 
Foods. 


Between the blustering cold days 
of winter and the lazy warm days 
of spring, comes the month of 


March. It's an in-between month 
that calls for a change in meals. 
Most families welcome a main dish 
that’s a little different from the 
roasts and stews they've been hav- 
ing. But they're not yet ready for 
salad plates and picnic-style meals. 
So if you're trying to tempt jaded 
end-of-the-winter appetites, check 
up to make sure you haven't been 
neglecting any of the possibilities. 
Eggs are down in price now, so it’s 
an especially good time to plan 
meals around them. Cheese is an- 
other favorite that will bring va- 


now—both 
canned—suggests many unusual 
dishes. Nuts, too, offer a pleasant 
surprise when they appear in the 
main dish, at either the noon or 
evening meal. And this season pea- 
nuts, walnuts and pecans are espe- 
cially abundant. : 
Souffies Tempting. 
Here are four suggestions for dif- 


fluffy, golden-brown souffle is hard 
to surpass. Or, if you're in a 
hurry, omelets offer another excel- 
lent way to use eggs. Cheese, flaked 
fish, vegetable pulp, or ground meat 
can be added to either the souffle 
or the omelet to make them worthy 
of their ranking as main dishes. 
Croquettes are especially suitable 
for a hot luncheon dish, or to head 
the dinner menu. Make the cro- 
quettes from chopped nuts, canned 
fish, fresh fish, eggs or cheese. Or,

if you’d rather not bother with 
deep-fat frying, you can use fish 
or nuts in a baked loaf. 

Eggs are the chief ingredient for 
any kind of a souffle—with either 
a thick white sauce, or bread 
crumbs, or both as the binder. 
Usually a souffle that contains 
bread crumbs holds up better than 
one made with white sauce alone. 

If the flavoritig for the souffle is 
to be cheese, use the well-aged kind 
and grate it or shave it into thin 
slices. Add it to the hot milk mix- 
ture and stir until the cheese has 
melted. Add this to the well-beaten 


egg yolks. Season and fold the 
yolk mixture into the stiffly beaten 
egg Whites. Fold in carefully and 
do not try to break up every lump 
of the beaten whites. Tou'll lose 
leavening power if you do, and 
these air bubbles will bake out. 
When flaked fish or vegetable 
pulp is used, add it to the hot milk 
mixture, just like the cheese. 
Long, slow cooking is one of, the 
secrets of making a perfect souffle, 
In a very moderate oven (300 de- 
grees Fahrenheit), the air bubbles 
in the egg white will expand and 
the mixture will set without becom- 
ing tough. When a souffle is made 
with bread crumbs as a binder and 
is baked in a very moderate oven, 
there’s no danger that it will fall. 
But a souffle is always best when 
served as soon as it comes from the 


oven, 
: Slow Cooking. 

Omelets, the pride of many a 
famous French chef, are, simple 


ture, the clever cook will see that 
at least one of the vegetables is 
celery, green pepper or carrots. 

Fish loaves are made in much 
the same way. Almost any fresh 
or canned fish can be used, but 
salmon and tuna are special favor-

Most folks like to serve a sauce 
as a finishing touch with both 
croquettes and loaves of all kinds. 
The choice of sauce will vary with 
the main ingredient of the loaf or 
croquette, Plain white sauce, egg 
sauce, tomato sauce, and cheese 
sauce are most often used.

LONDON, March 14.— Finland 's 
position, following the conclusion 
of peace with Russia, generally is 
felt in London to be just about as 
precarious as that which Czecho- 
Slovakia occupied following Mu- 
nich, 

The Russians, it is felt, have paid 
such a tremendous price for their 
victory over the Finns that they 
will not be content with the fairly 
moderate terms which they have 
exacted from Finland, and if their 
domestic situation allows, will fol- 
low up the truce, at some date in 
the near future, by occupying Fin- 
land, just as the Germans occupied 
Czecho-Slovakia in March, 1939. 

One way in which such a devel- 
opment could be prevented, it is 
conténded, would be for the Scandi- 
navian countries not only to give 
the Finns a military alliance, but, 
at the same time, to accept a super- 
guarantee from the Allies, If, then, 
Russia did advance into Finland, 
the Allies would be able to rush to 
Finland's assistance with the samo 
forces which they offered to supply 
shortly before the armistice was 
signed.

NEW YORK, March 14 (AP).— 
Testimony that Archibald McNeil, 
Connecticut politician and former

DIAGNOSIS: Epilepsy seems often to be a sensitivity reac 
tion, much on the order of hay fever, migraine headaches, 
asthma and eczema. In the hay fever patient, the nasal tissue 
seems allergic or sensitive to certain pollens. In others the 
Jungs are affected, as with the asthmatic. The eczema patient 
is sensitive to certain foods and breaks out with a skin reaction. 
Epilepsy is possibly a cousin to these other sensitivity responses, 
except here the reaction involves the brain or its membranes, 

Some cases of epilepey are definitely traceable to injury, as 
in a depressed skull fracture. Impacted teeth may also be an 
occasional cause. Infections which let pus seep into the general 
circulation may produce other cases of epilepsy. Sometimes a 
patient can observe his diet carefully and find a particular food 
to which he is sensitive. 

* * * 


BY ELIMINATING these causes, we can definitely cure 
some cases of epilepsy. But those which do not respond to such 
remedies are called idiopathic epilepsy, meaning they are pri- 
mary diseases and not secondary to skull fracture, etc. Actually, 
we doubt if there is any such case of epilepsy, and in the final 
analysis we may be able to cure them all. In the meanwhile, 
we can usually eliminate the attacks by means of drugs. 

Many famous people, past and present, have been victims of 
epilepsy. This disease should be viewed in no unnatural man- 
ner, since it seems akin to hay fever and the other allergies. 
But what about Carolyn's query as to its inheritance? A gen- 
eration ago we thought that insanity and epilepsy were definitely 
heritabie. Now we are much more cautious about making such 
a statement 

A recent survey of the children of epileptic parents showed 
no greater percentage of epilepsy in these offspring than in the 
children of the general population. I urged Carolyn to have her 
babies, for I deem the chances very slim that she would have 
an epileptic youngster. We must play the percentages in life 
and dare to live courageously.

S “The Grapes of Wrath” enter- 

tainment or isn’t it? You have 

every right to make up your own 
mind on the point and you will find 
plenty of company on either side. 
The question is on- that is sending 
shivers and tremors through the 
whole movie industry in 1940, 

The old guard, led by Martin 
Quigley, movie trade paper publish- 
er, is stanchly insisting that John 
Steinbeck’s drab story of a family 


‘of migratory workers from Okla- 


homa has no place on the screen. 
No place at all in the world of 
Sweetness and light, where, until 
recently, Shirley Temple was sov- 


ereign and where now Mickey Roo- 


ney rules in her stead. 

Others, led by the movie review- 
ers, are arguing that anything in- 
teresting is entertaining, and that 
the picture which arrived at the Fox 
Theater today certainly is interest- 


‘ing. Like a sock in the jaw! 


The point is that “The Grapes of 
Wrath“ doesn't take us away from 
the miseries of this world, as the 
many movies do. It puts us slap- 
dab in the midst of them. You may 
be the kind of Levite who can 
drive by on the other side of the 
highway and pay little attention to 
the jaloppy loaded with family bed- 
ding and dirty-faced kids that is 
headed for Californias Here there 
is no escaping it. For two hours 
you have to live the life of the 
Joads of Oklahoma and you don't 
even have time to go grab a coke 
or look at yourself in the mirror. 

It may get you down, it may 
make you furious, you can line up 
with the old guard or with the ad- 
jective slingers.

There is something soul-shaking 
in this flight from the land, the 
kind of horror that came with the 
dry years and famine in “The Good 
Earth.” “The Grapes of Wrath” 
is an American version of “The 
Good Earth,” in a way, except that 
there are as yet no fat years to 
follow the lean ones, so far as the 
Okies are concerned. At least, none 
to be seen in 1940. Maybe the 
happy ending to “Grapes of Wrath” 
is yet to be written. 

Director Ford and Gregg Toland, 
the cameraman, ve wrought 
great beauty of light and shadow 
into this story of the soil. The 
figures of Tom Joad and Casy 
might be reproductions from Mil- 
let. Scenes along Highway 66, 
from Oklahoma to California, are 
thrillingly familiar to anyone who 
has ever driven the route, but the 
disquiet of the Joads’ economic 
state, the thin line between success 
of their trip and utter disaster, 
spoils them. The Joads travel right 
by the glory of the Painted Desert 
and never see it. 

You can't laugh at these Joads, 
the way you did at the Lesters in

The cruelly wicked shanghaiing 
of Grampa is there and we shall 
not forget Ma Joad’s matter-of-fact 
sorting of her keepsakes when she 
leaves Oklahoma; Muley’s descrip- 
tion of how the caterpillar tractors 
ran over the land and through his 
house, or Casy’s death at the hands 
df ranch guards. 

Yet no dramatic scene of “The 
Grapes of Wrath” is overplayed. 
In fact, Ford’s entire method is 
understatement. You can take it 
or leave it, and as a result, you 
take it.
